The differences in flame 
movement that occur when there is knock 
are confined to the latter part of the burn. 
The intensity of detonation is determined 
by the amount or the portion of the charge 
that is involved in this latter and extreme- 
lv rapid combustion. The instantaneous 
flame spread that occurs when there is 
knock is accompanied by a simultaneous 
and extremely rapid rise in cytinder pres- 
sure. This very rapid of pres- 
sure produces a violent force in the eviin 
der that acts somewhat like a sudden blew 
from a hammer. 

Mr. Boyd also described the work 
Wheeler G. Lovell and John M. Camp- 
bell, of the General Motors Research 
Laboratories, on the chemical composi- 
tion of antiknock hydrocarbons. Re- 
sults of the research on paraffin hydro- 
carbons showed that the larger the 
molecular size of a straight-chain hy- 
drocarbon, the greater its tendency to 
knock. The antiknock quality of a 
paraffin hydrocarbon is improved by 
each additional methyl greup added, he 
said. For paraffin hydrocarbon of a 
given molecular size, the antiknock 
quality is improved as the centraliza- 
tion of the molecule is increased. In 
the case of the heptanes, Mr. Boyd said, 
the antiknock quality goes up by stages 
from that of the straight-chain com- 
pound normal heptane to that of 
2:2:3—trimethylbutane, the heptane of 
greatest possible centralized structure. 
An engine run on fuel composed of the 
trimethylbutane would, explained, 
have a compression ratio four times as 
high as that of an engine run on nor- 
mal heptane.

Standard Oil Co. 
Plant Damaged Fire 


Damage, variously estimated  be- 
tween $250,000 and $500,000, was caused 
to the Pratt works, Brooklyn, of the 
Standard Oil Company of New York 
by fire December 3 when an explosion 
in a 10,000-gallon tank of crude oil set 
fire to the tank and the flames spread 
to neighboring tanks which were also 
destroyed with their contents in a se- 
ries of explosions. Flames running 
through the pipelines connecting the 
first tank to explode with seven simi- 
lar 10,000 gallon tanks caused the latter 
to explode and these were followed by a 
terrific explosion when the flames 
reached a tank of 50,000 gallons ea- 
pacity. In addition eight tanks con- 
taining about 3,000 gallons each of 
turpentine substitute or varnish and 
paint makers naphtha exploded. 

Buning oil from the tanks flooded 
the yard of the works and flowed into 


the East river, setting fire to an oil 
barge and a tank, but these flames 
were extinguished without serious 
damage. A pier on which 500 cases 
of naphtha and 500 drums of pale 
oil were stored also caught fire. but 


the naphtha and oil were removed 
to safety and the pier sustained small 


damage. More than four hours’. of 
strenuous effort was required on the 


part of the entire firefighting foree of 


Brooklyn to extinguish the fire and 
it provided a spectacle witnessed by 
10,000 Brooklyn residents who gath- 


ered, as well as thousands on the Man- 
hattan side of the river. The origin 
of the fire has not been determined.

charge of dumping saltcake from Ger- 
many was held today by the Bureau of 
Customs. This investigation was be- 
gun eighteen months ago. 

witnesses appeared for domestic 
producers who requested the investiga- 


tion, but a large delegation of impor- 
ters and consumers was present to 


fight issuance of a dumping order with 
its attending special duty charges. 
Fk. X,. A. Eble, Commissioner of Cus- 
toms, stated that customs agents had 
been gathering data on whether salt- 
cake is being or has been sold in the 
United States at prices below the do- 
mestic market price in Germany, and 
whether this has injured the domestic 
industry. The hearing, he said, was 
for the purpose of obtaining any addi- 
tional information that any parties 
cared to offer. 

Jesse P. Crawford, counsel for the 
Sodium Products Corporation, Los An- 
geles, and the Miles Salt Company, 
New Orleans, applicants for a dumping 
order, was asked open the hearing, 
but he declared that all evidence for 
his clients had been submitted in the 
course of the investigation, which was 
started in May, 1929. He reviewed this 
briefly, however, declaring that imports 
of saltcake have been increasing in re- 
cent years and now fill two-thirds of 
the domestic demand, with the result 
that some producers have been forced 
close. gave some examples 
sales to show that German producers 
received more for sales at their plants 
for German consumption than for sales 
for United States delivery. The ex- 
planation once offered that the ex- 
istence of a _ single central selling 
agency in the United States, which 
bought huge quantities and elim- 
inated dealers’ commissions, was re- 
sponsible for this condition was char- 
acterized by Mr. Crawford as a device 
to circumvent the antidumping law. 


Data Limit Attempted 


Much time was consumed by attor- 
neys for importers who apparently 
were not familiar with the antidump- 
ing law. They questioned the right 
of customs officials to secure their own 
information and attempted to insist 
that the only evidence to be considered 
that presented this hearing and 
subject to all legal rules of evidence 
and cross-examination. Commissioner 
Eble pointed out several times that the 
bureau is directed to make its own in- 
vestigation and has done so, and that 
the facts that it finds need not be made 
public.

6. All methanol sold for antifreeze 
use should be labeled to call attention 
the hazards its misuse. 


The bureau made study plants 
manufacturing and using methanol 
and examined workmen constantly 
subject to fumes and direct contact. 
Danger from fumes from methanol 
they found to exist only where it is 
used in confined space’ without 
normal air circulation. Many work- 
men were found who constantly let 
their skin come into direct contact 
with methanol without injurious ef- 
fects. Some cases were found where 
methanol was used to treat wounds 
or as a rubbing aleohol. After severe 
exposure to methanol, workmen were 
found have methanol their blood 
and urine when leaving work, but 
these symptoms usually disappeared 
over night, and in all cases they were 
far below concentrations found by 
laboratory experiments to be harmful 
to dogs.

The action of the appeals court to- 
day was by a two to one decision, with 
a dissenting opinion by Justice Josiah 
A. Van Orsdel. The test case is typical 
of all, and is controlling. and a review 
probably Will be asked of the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

The majority opinion, written by 
Justice Charles H. Robb and concurred 
in by Chief Justice George E. Martin 
upholds the secretary's contentions 
that the leasing act gives discretionary 
power over issuing permits drill for 
oil. The court held the secretary’s ac- 
tion to be a valid exercise of executive 
power in the publie interest, to be in- 
terfered with by the court only in a 
clear case of misuse.

Domestic Producers Cut Lithopone Prices Cent 
Per Pound-- Movement Follows Recent Cut 


Pigment Prices--Dry White Lead Also Off Cent 


In reaction to the reduction of prices 
for titanium pigments a week ago, do- 
mestic manufacturers of lithopone cut 
their prices for that article sharply 
last week, The reduction was an- 
nounced Wednesday, was mude retro- 
active to December 1 and represented 
the initial price movement in lithopon 
since November, 1926, according to pro- 
ducers. Vrices for titanated lithopone 
were lowered to a point of conformity 
With the schedule for barium base 
titanium pigment. 

Dry white lead prices were also re- 
duced last week. That movement was 
placed into effect Monday, and accord- 
ing to producers, was due to the liqui 
dation of stocks of both the basic car- 
bonate and basic sulphate materials 
that had been corroded 
priced metal. Thus the reduction 
placed the market for the pigments 
the more or less usual differential 
above the current price the metal, 

Last week thé domestic suppliers 
of barytes declared that prices for con- 
tracts would be the same as those that 
have prevailed through the curreni 
year and drive close that business 
Was inaugurated last week. The com- 
ment following the reduction in ti- 
tunium pigments a week ago was 
favorable and the sellers were able to 
point to a larger volume of orders than 
usual for this time of the year.

Following the reduc- 
tion the price titanium pigment 
a week ago, domestic makers of this 
pigment lowered their prices per 
pound to the basis of 4%2c. per pound. 
The movement was announced Wed- 
nesday to take effect with the first 
of December and was the first general 
change in price since November, 1926. 
The new schedule follows:—car lots, 
bags, 4%¥%c.; car lots, barrels, 4%4¢.: 
less car lots, bags, 4%c.: and less car 
lots, barrels, 5c. per pound. Contracts 
for 1431 requirements were also being 
solicited on this basis. Importers of 
this pigment continued to quote un- 
changed figures of 5%¢c. to 6e. per 
pound for foreign material out of 
Warehouse and also, at the moment, 
were nominally quoting per 
pound at the dock, but whether or not 
the prices would be changed to fol- 
low the reduction by domestic sellers, 
Wis not decided by importers at the 
time writing. Titanated lithopone 
reduced per pound same 
level as titanium pigment or 6%c. per 
pound for car lot quantities in bags 
and the usual differential for barrels 
and smaller lots. 

Orange Mineral. This commodity 
shared the quiet that was shown by 
other lead oxides and the sellers did 
not look for anything in the way of 
activity until after the turn of the 
year. Prices were resting evenly on 
the level position of the basic metal. 

Titanium Pigment. The reduction 
in the prices of barium and calcium 
hbase pigments a week ago met with 
favorable comment among the users 
and also, according to the suppliers, 
the current volume orders was 
larger than usual for this time of the 
year. The current price list was based 
at 642e. per pound. 

Zinc Oxide. The price this pig- 
ment remained unchanged and sup- 
pliers declared that the quotations 
the schedule that was 
November, 1926.

Kauri.—This gum continued occu- 
py a very quiet position.

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Chemical Industry Grows 
Steadily the South 


BALTIMORE, Dec. 2, 1930. 

The Maryland section of the Ameri- 
can Chemical Society, at its November 
meeting in Johns Hopkins University 
heard an address by S. D. Kirk- 
patrick, editor chemical trade pub- 
lication, who stressed the future key 
importance of this city as a gateway 
to and from the South in connection 
with expected giant developments in 
the chemical industries centering in 
this city and at points below the Mason 
Dixon line. Mr. Kirkpatrick de- 
clared that Maryland was impor- 
tant contributor to the material wealth 
of the United States through its man- 
ufactures chemical and related prod- 
ucts valued annually excess $102,- 
500,000, 

Kirkpatrick said: 

If we look back over the past three 
years We will recognize the fact that there 
has been a great decentralizing influence 
at work in the Southwest. Recall the 
fact that every large rayon plant has 
been erected south of the Mason and 
Dixon line; that nitrogen fixation is large- 
ly concentrated at Hopewell, Va., and 
Belle, W. V., and that Charleston, W. Va., 
has come to be the chemical capital of 
the country, now outranking Niagara 
Falls in volume, if not in diversity of 
products. 

This trend, L believe, is one that is only 
at the beginning. It is not dictated sim- 
ply by a desire for lower labor costs, 
which, in the long run, is but a temporary 
advantage. Rather it is an effort to bri 
production near both the growing market 
and to the basic raw materials of the 
chemical industry Sulphur, salt, lime- 
stone, bauxite, phosphate rock, natural 
gus, petroleum, cotton and cottonseed, 
molasses, naval stores, are essentially 
Southern products, yet they furnish raw 
materials for a large fraction of the 
chemical industry. 

The fact that Baltimore lies practi- 
cally at the gateway of the South makes 
this trend of particular interest to chem- 
ists of the Maryland section. Doubtless 
there are chemical industries here that 
will eventually follow in the decentraliz- 
ing movement. Others will stay and grow 
because of your strategic position to sup- 
ply your products to both the northern 
and southern industries. 

The chemical process industries of the 
United States turn out products valued 
annually in excess of $11,700,000,000 and 
employ more than a million workers in 
16,579 plants. Included in the process or 
chemical industries are petroleum, refin- 
ing, rayon, rubber, pulp and paper, heavy 
and fine chemicals, cement and lime; 
ceramics, including clay and glass; gela- 
tine, coal-tar products, explosives, soap, 
oils and suger. 

The major concentration the 
chemical industrial plants, which util- 
ize more than 10,000,000 installed horse- 
power, added Mr. Kirkpatrick, is along 
the Atlantic coast, and the great op- 
portunity for growth and expansion in 
the chemical industry in the South and 
Southwest. 


Chemists

concerns, were convicted after trial in 
Dusseldorf. Dr. Bontrock, the prin- 
cipal defendant, was sentenced to a 
year’s imprisonment and fined $500; 
Dr. Jonsen was given three months’ 
imprisonment and fined $750. Judg- 
ment against Dr. List, the third de- 
fendant, was postponed. 

During the trial, counsel for one 
the defendants asked a witness if he 
knew that the German dye trust was 
connected with British group and 
an American oil company. Counsel 
for the dye trust protested that mat- 
ters were being published which were 
the secrets of the I. G. directors. An- 
ether question suggested that one of 
the I. G. subsidiaries had sold patents 
of great importance for the defense 
of Germany to foreign countries.

Refined Oil Futures Quiet Moderate Advance 
--Chicago Lard Stocks Down and Prices Are Firmer-- 
Cotton Easier--Steady South with Offerings Light 


Cottonseed products continued quiet 
here and in the South last week and 
changes quotations were small 
moderate. Here the trend of refined oil 
futures was upward in the main, the 
being influenced firmness 
lard futures in the West and by the 
lightness of offerings here. In the 
South the movement of seed continued 
reported light and offerings 
products were generally small. Pro- 
duction is said to be diminishing as 
usual at this period of the year. 
Weather conditions were unfavorable 
for gathering the remainder of the 
crop though this work appears to have 
been practically completed in most 
sections. 

The total transactions in refined oil 
futures on the New York Produce Ex- 
change for five business days of the 
week were 100 barrels, old contracts, 
and 25 tanks, new contracts. Closing 
prices on Friday were 4 to 10 points 
higher on the more active months, 
while old December ended at an ad- 
vance of 25 points. 

Cotton futures were fairly active here 
with price movements moderate. On 
Friday January closed at 10.45¢., March, 
10.74¢., 2nd May 10.98c¢., showing a de- 
the previous Friday. 

Price changes made Saturday up to 
noon «and other last-minute market de- 
velopments are reported on page 2. 


Cottonseed, Cake, Meal 


A steady tone prevailed in most 
parts of the South and quotations were 
generally held at about previous levels 
so far as spot markets were concerned. 
There was apparently no increase in 
the movement of seed. Temperatures 
in the South were lower but there was 
less rain, weather conditions in most 
sections being more favorable for mar- 
keting. The movement of seed, how- 
ever, Was stillapparently disappointing. 

Offerings of cake and meal were re- 
ported as light. Production is said to 
diminishing and further 
ment of output is looked for during the 
current month as usual at this period 
of the year. A fair inquiry was re- 
ported in some sections from consum- 
ers in the feed and fertilizer indus- 
tries, jut the export movement was 
apparently light.

Cottonseed Oil

were only 1,300 barrels. Some were 
waiting for the next monthly cotton- 
seed report from the Census Bureau. 
This document expected appear 
late this week or early next week. 
Others were inclined hold off for 
decisive movement the cotton and 
lard markets well for further 
developments the general business 
situation. Some were inclined to take 
rather more cheerful view the 
outlook for American trade though 
this sentiment was not reflected 
operations cottonseed oil. 

Yet there was sufficient buying for 
long and short account to cause a 
small advance. Contracts were scarce 
at times. The trend of lard was up- 
ward in the main. The monthly state- 
ment stocks Chicago made 
bullish exhibit, there being further 
loss of about 6,000,000 pounds during 
November. Stocks in that market on 
December 1 were 6,646,044 pounds 
against %,406,290 pounds on November 
15, 12,567,030 pounds on November 1 
and 30,072,884 pounds on December 1 
last year. Live hog prices in Chicago 
showed irregularity, the trend being 
downward early in the week with a 
recovery later. 

Neceipts hogs were rather liberal 
at the opening of the week but the 
movement fell off later on. The weight 
of the hogs in recent weeks has been 
comparatively light, average 
weight of the arrivals in Chicago dur- 
ing the week ended November 28 being 
only 220 pounds. Stocks refined lard 
moderately 
during the past month, but the total 
there on December 1 was about 1.300 
tons smaller than on the same date 


last year. American lard Liverpool 
was irregular, declining early in the 
week and rallying later. Export trade 
in lard continued quiet and domestic 
business in many oils, fats and greases 
was slow though fair demand was 
noted in some quarters for lard com- 
pound. American exporters of lard are 
said to have been faced with unex- 
pected competition in South American 
markets in recent weeks from Euro- 
pean producers. 

Southern markets for crude cotton- 
seed oil were generally quiet. Offer- 
ings were reported as light in all sec- 
tions, however, with quotations on 
that commodity as well as other cot- 
tonseed products rather well main- 
tained. The movement of seed to the 
mills was reported as light and the 
output oil was said diminish- 
ing as usual at this period of the year. 
Weather conditions in the South were 
unfavorable, rains and low tempera- 
tures being reported at many points, 
but picking appears to have been 
largely completed and it is now too 
late for bad weather to affect the size 
of the yield. 

Friday trading was somewhat 
more active, sales for the day amount- 
ing to 17 tanks. Prices moved within 
narrow limits. Closing quotations 
were 25 points higher on old Decem- 
ber and 4 to 10 points higher on the 
more active new contracts com- 
pared with the final prices of the 
previous Saturday.

Crude Oil Proration 
Controversies Continue 


Proration regulations designed to 
curtail the excessive production of 
crude oil in California, Oklahoma and 
Texas continued to be “bones of con- 
tention,” so to speak, during the week 
ended December 6 in which period at- 
tacks were leveled court actions 
against them in two of the states, Ok- 
lahoma and California, and a request 
made the third, Texas, for altera- 
tions of some of the rulings so as to 
permit larger production by the peti- 
tioner. 

California the District Court 
Appeals upheld the jurisdiction of the 


Superior Court in issuing a_ pre- 
liminary injunction the 
wastage of natural gas in the Santa 
Fe Springs field. The decision was 
made in an action brought by the 
Bandini Petroleum which 


contended it was not producing an un- 
due proportion of gas when gas pro- 
duced is measured by the oil from one 
well. The court held that that 
was not the intent of the law, point- 
ing out that a “gasser” drilled on the 
edge of a field might well drain a field 
its gas pressure leaving the oil un- 
recoverable to the injury of the other 
surface owners. Hearing on an ap- 
plication for an injunction restrain- 
ing alleged waste of gas in the Kettle- 
man Hills field was adjourned in Los 
Angeles to December 15. 

The regulations were 
again attacked on December 4 when 
the Julian Oil Royalty Com- 
pany and others filed attacks with the 
corporation commission in the Federal 
District Court, Oklahoma City. On the 
other hand some support was given 
to the curtailment plan by a proposal 
of some major operators in Perry and 


Noble counties to organize for unit 
operation of their properties. These 
companies included Prairie Oil & Gas, 
3arnsdall, Twin State Petroleum, 


Gypsy Oil, Phillips Petroleum and the 
McMan Oil Company, the latter a sub- 
sidiary of the Standard Oil Company 
of New Jersey.

Bismuth Metal

Lritish makers 
advanced prices for salts when the 
prices for metal were advanced in the 
London market. Concerning the ad- 
vance London the “London Chemist 
& Druggist” said:— 

Bismuth.—It is not easy to account 
for the action taken by the Bismuth As- 
sociation in raising their price of metal 
by 1s. per pound to 5s. per pound today 
(Thursday). Evidently the accumulation 
of supplies existing over last spring which 
caused the official price to be cut from 5s. 
to 4s. on May 28, have been materially 
reduced, while this comparatively low 
figure stimulated the demand sufficiently 
to induce the association to restore the 
quotation to where it stood before. Puos- 
sibly there has been another reason for 
the revision, which had been hardly ex- 
pected, considering that it had been for 
some time past possible for manufacturers 
of bismuth salts to fill some of their re- 
quirements of metal from outside sources 
at well under the “pegged” figure of the 
syndicate. The fact may be mentioned 
that the tin mining industry in Bolivia has 
been badly handicapped for some time 
past on account of the severe depression 
in this metal, and it is assumed that the 
production bismuth there has been not- 
ably affected. Bolivia, of course, is one 
of the largest world producers of bismuth, 
The change made this week is the third 
one recorded this year. There was no al- 
teration enforced for the whole of last 
year, while the syndicate’s price, which 
stood at 9s. per pound until February 3, 
1928, was on July 9 lowered in the same 
year to 7s. 6d., from which there was no 
modification until March 20 this year to 
‘and on May 28 to 4s. 

Cadmium.—Spot and foreign market 
prices for metal held unchanged but 
the markets seemed to be rather easy 
in undertone due to the pressure of 
supplies in excess of manufacturing re- 
quirements buyers.

WASHINGTON, 1930. 

Restoration to its docket of forty- 
five claims of cottonseed oil mills for 
damages growing out of sales of cot- 
ton linters to the government during 
the war was ordered today by the 
Court of Claims of the United States. 

The cases were dismissed December 
3, 1928, and the petition for restora- 
tion to the docket declared that the 
agreement of counsel for both sides 
that the cases be dropped was a 
mutual error.

Charles Huisking Co., drug 
broker and commission merchant, this 
city, will move to 153-155 Varick street 
sometime in January. The company 
has been located Platt street for 
leased the property to Frederick Brown 
for term thirty-six years, with 
three renewals of twenty-one years 
each. understood that the struc- 
ture will remodeled and the trend 
rentals the district suggests that, 
when ready for occupancy, it will be 
tenanted insurance interests. 

No. Platt street something 
landmark the New York market for 
drugs, chemicals and allied products. 
Thirty-three years ago the building 
was owned by Haggerty Brothers, 
dealers glass bottles, chemical glass- 
ware and like products. Thomas Cur- 
tius, closely identified for many years 
with the drug and chemical trades, 
bought the building shortly after 1898, 
which was the year that Charles L. 
Huisking, president of Charles L. Huis- 
king & Co., began his business career 
as a “runner” for Mr. Curtius, whose 
place of business was then at 1b Platt 
street. 

Mr. Huisking remained with Thomas 
Curtius in many capacities until 1910, 
when went into business for himself, 


with offices Purling slip. 
years Mr. Curtius died. 1913 
Mr. Huisking bought Platt street 


Irom the Curtius estate. 1918, 
bought the property 110 John street, 
his holdings thus running through the 
block from Platt John streets. 

The address was well known wher- 
ever drugs and chemicals are made, 
sold purchased. During the World 
War period became center for the 
purchase and sale of merchandise so 
widely in demand during those years. 
Although possessed the outlet 
John street, Mr. Huisking retained 
Platt street the official address 
his company mainly because of the 
great value that historical significance 
had given it.

The question was whether hempseed 
meal is used primarily as a stock feed 
or as a fertilizer. The importer in- 
tended to use the meal for fertilizer 
and declared that he knew of no other 
use for it, but there was evidence that 
hempseed meal is used as a cattle feed 
in Europe in spite of its woody nature, 
The bureau relied on statements from 
the National Fertilizer Association that

Discounts 
were disclosed as varying from 10 per- 
cent on sales of 10,000 tons to 25 per- 
cent sales 30,000 tons, Klipstein

has the exclusive agency for all At- 
lantic and Gulf ports, and takes a 5 
percent commission. Gottesman has 


the exclusive right to sell to the paper 
and glass trades, but Klipstein may sell 
direct to other consumers of salt cake. 


Gottesman makes an annual verbal 
contract to purchase at least 30,000 
tons, thereby securing the 25 percent

Opium and Coca Import 
Quotas Higher for 1931 


WASHINGTON, 1930. 
Slightly increased imports crude 
drugs next year will per- 


mitted the Bureau Narcotics. 
Harry J. Anslinger, Commissioner of 
Narcotics, today announced import 


quotas of crude opium and coca leaves 
for 1931. the same time re- 
fused grant import permits two 
drug manufacturing firms which have 
not had permits in the past but which 
have applied for them the past two 
years, 

The 1931 import limits were set by 
the commissioner 135,000 pounds 
crude opium and 225,000 pounds of 
coca This allotment 
tative, and may increased slightly 
to accommodate a few pharmaceutical 
houses which usually small 
amounts but which have not yet sup- 
plied sufficient evidence to secure im- 


port permits. The 1930 import allot- 
ments were 128,000 pounds of crude 
opium and 201,000 pounds of coca 


leaves, which was considered a rather 
conservative amount. 

This is the first import quota fixed 
since the establishment of the Bureau 
of Narcotics. Formerly this work was 
done the Federal Narcotics Control 
Board, no longer in existence. Mr, 
Anslinger based his decision data 
got in a series of hearings at which 
firms applying for import permits gave 
evidence the medicinal needs the 
country and of their customers. Mr. 
Anslinger also had the assistance of 
Dr. Walter L. Treadway, Assistant 
Surgeon-General of the Public Health 
Service, who submitted recommenda- 
tions regarding the medical needs 
the country and who attended the 
hearings and consulted with the com- 
missioner on the subject.
